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A10 speed limit 
cut hits hold-up 


CONTENTIOUS plans to cut 
the speed limit of the A10 
between Ely and Cambridge 
have been put off. 

Members of Cambridgeshire 
County Council's enterprise, 
growth and community 
infrastructure scrutiny comm¬ 
ittee were set to make a 
recommendation to cabinet to 
allow the speed limit to be 
reduced from 60mph to 50mph. 

But discussions proved to be 
“inconclusive” and the decision to put 
the proposals to the authority’s cabinet 
have now been delayed for “further 
conversations”. 

Earlier this year, the council’s 
highways bosses announced they 
wanted to reduce the speed limit of the 
route between Ely and Cambridge. 

Steve Criswell, cabinet member for 
community infrastructure, says there 
have been almost 100 accidents which 
caused injuries on that stretch in the 
last three years. 

He says speed tests show that traffic 
travels at an average of 50mph in areas 
which currently have a 60mph limit and 
that reducing the speed limit will 
reduce congestion and accidents. 

However, the proposals have been 
criticised by many residents and 
community leaders, including county 
and district councillor Bill Hunt, who 
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says reducing the limit would be a 
“recipe for disaster”. 

He said: “Lowering the speed limit 
will annoy drivers, cause frustration, 
waste money and since the police 
would be unlikely to enforce the lower 
limit, will be ignored by many. 

“The road would become a racetrack 
with 80 per cent observing the limit and 
20 per cent ignoring it. It’s a recipe for 
disaster and an increase in accidents.” 

Cllr Hunt believes the only part of the 
stretch which should be 50mph is the 
junction area in Little Thetford. 

Cllr Peter Johnson, who represents 
Waterbeach on South Cambridgeshire 
District Council, says cutting the limit 
for the full 12 miles was over the top. 

He said: “I think it should be the 
stretch from Milton to Denny End 
traffic lights, beyond that I can’t see any 
reason for it not being up to 60mph.” 

A council spokesman said further 
discussions were expected to take place 
in the coming days. 

He said: “The scrutiny committee 
discussions were inconclusive at this 
stage and further conversations will 
need to take place between the cabinet 
member and highways officers before 
any recommendations are made.” 

A public consultation will be 
launched before any changes to the 
speed limit are made. 
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Plans lodged 
for 96 homes 
and play area 


MAJOR plans to build almost 100 
new homes in Soham have been 
submitted. 

In September, massive property 
developer Hopkins Homes Ltd was 
granted outline planning permission by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) to build 96 homes on land north 
west of Regal Drive, off Fordham Road. 

Now the company has submitted its 
formal planning application. 

Chris Smith, Hopkins Homes’ 
development planner, said the mixed 
housing development is something 
residents should be excited about. 

He said: “The proposed development 
is fully representative of the quality and 
content of developments which are 
encouraged by the modern planning 
system. 

“An opportunity has been taken to 
provide a development which responds 
well to the specific circumstances of the 
locality, representing an excellent 
response to a relatively constrained, 
vacant, unused site, which maximises the 
positive aspects of the site’s location, 
fully integrating and actively enhancing 
the character and appearance of the 
surroundings in which it would sit.” 

If approved, 30 per cent of the 96 
homes will be “affordable” and all of the 
properties will boast eco-friendly 
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features. 

There will also be a large area of public 
open space and a children’s play area, of 
about 8,000sq m, which would be open 
to all residents. 

Hopkins intends to construct a new 
road access into the site from Fordham 
Road - something which some residents 
have said will increase congestion on the 
notoriously busy highyway. 

But Mr Smith insists the access will 
“minimise” congestion. 

He said: “The site is well located in 
relation to existing services and facilities, 
in a highly sustainable location, adjacent 
to the main route into the town centre 
from the south east. 

“Both vehicular and pedestrian access 
to the site is intended to be gained via 
the new entrance point from Fordham 
Road. 

“This will minimise vehicle and 
pedestrian conflict and meet with the 
necessary highway safety standards.” 

ECDC is expected to make a decision 
on the scheme within the next two 
months. 

Mr Smith said that if approved, work 
on the development would start in the 
spring.

MEP urges councils to 
back Remploy workers 


AN MP is urging East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
to help prevent the closure of 
specialist factories staffed by 
disabled people. 

Cambridgeshire Euro MP 
Richard Howitt has recently helped 
pilot new rules through the 
European Parliament which allow 
councils to buy directly from the 
disability employment service 
Remploy. 

Through the scheme, councils 
can buy from organisations where 
more than 50 per cent of the 
workforce has a disability without a 
competitive tender. 

But ECDC is currently one of five 
of Cambridgeshire’s councils which 
are not exploiting the new rules. 

With more than 4,000 disabled 
people working in 54 factories 
across the country being 
threatened with redundancy from 
next year because of national 
spending cuts, Mr Howitt is urging 


ECDC and other councils to use 
Remploy. 

He said: “Remploy gives a 
genuine opportunity to work for 
people with disabilities and its 
closure would be a body blow to 
them and their lives. 

“I call on all our local councils to 
look again at their spending and 
make every effort to support 
Remploy and keep their factories 
open and viable. If councils don’t 
use Remploy, we will lose it.” 

Andrew Killington, deputy chief 
executive at ECDC, said: “We 
currently use a company called 
ESPO which gathers together a 
range of suppliers and products for 
local authorities to get the best 
value for money for the council 
taxpayer. 

“We are happy to say that 
Remploy are one of the suppliers 
which are on the list so we would 
be able to use them should the 
opportunity arise.”

Council defends last-minute changes to parking charge proposals 


A COUNCIL chief has apologised 
for any “confusion” after last- 
minute changes were made to a 
set of parking charge proposals 
for Ely - without members of the 
public being consulted. 

Councillors have slammed 
members of East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council’s 
(ECDC) overview and scrutiny 
and strategic policy committees 
for rubber-stamping the changes. 

Last month, the council’s 


development and transport 
committee approved conten¬ 
tious plans to introduce car 
parking charges in Ely - despite a 
12,000 signature-strong petition 
opposing the charges. 

Under that scheme, there was a 
three-year guarantee to reassure 
the public that the charges would 
not rise before 2015, when the 
next General Election will be held. 

An outline pricing structure 
was also put in place to see that 


the amount charged to visitors in 
the long-stay car parks was 
limited to a maximum of £1. 

However, these assurances 
have both now been altered, 
meaning that the charges could 
be increased by councillors 
before 2015 and that the 
maximum charge for long-stay 
car parks could rise to £5 per day. 

But Conservative Cllr Elaine 
Griffin-Singh, writing to the 
Weekly News last week, criticised 


her colleagues and questioned 
the validity of the consultation in 
the light of the revisions. 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire’s Liberal 
Democrat group, said: “The 
proposals do nothing to manage 
the streets, the cash raised is not 
ring-fenced for transport issues - 
this is simply a revenue-raising 
scheme.” 

But council leader Peter Moakes 
said: “We apologise for any 


confusion or inconvenience this 
may cause but we felt it was 
important to include this idea as 
part of the consultation so we could 
give all options to the public. 

“It is important to stress this does 
not mean decisions have been 
taken on the car park charging 
model we have chosen and for the 
remaining eight weeks of public 
consultation there will no 
additions.”

Bypass ‘not 
the answer’ 


A COUNCIL chairman fears 
building a southern bypass in Ely 
will be a waste of time and money 
- and that it could even spoil the 
stunning views of Ely Cathedral. 

Cllr George Jellicoe, chairman of 
Witchford Parish Council, has spoken up 
over contentious plans to build a multi¬ 
million pound link road around the city’s 
railway station and crossing. 

For years, residents and commuters have 
been calling for a southern bypass in the 
city and the plans have been identified as 
one of Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
key infrastructure projects. 

A public consultation is being held to 
seek people’s views about the bypass and 
according to council chiefs, the most 
preferred option is to build a bypass to the 
south of the Ely station area, including a 
new roundabout on Angel Drove and a 
500m viaduct over the River Great Ouse, 
the flood plains and the rail lines, plus a 
new junction onto Stuntney Causeway. 
The scheme is projected to cost £28m. 

But Cllr jellicoe, who has lived in the Ely 
area for most of his life, insists there are 
cheaper and more effective solutions. 

He said: “All that building a southern 
bypass will do is draw more lorries and 
other vehicles off the A14 at Newmarket to 
take a shortcut across country either to the 
A1 at Peterborough or to the A14 
interchange at Huntingdon.” 

Cllr jellicoe is also worried about the 
environmental impact of a southern 
bypass - including how it will affect views 
of Ely Cathedral. 
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He said: “The consultation is quiet 
about the landscape impact as one of the 
most mystical views, that of Ely and its 
cathedral from the south and east, is 
blocked by a mask of concrete and high¬ 
sided vehicles. 

“There are imaginative alternatives to 
an elevated bypass which would be more 
environmentally friendly but which were 
not included in the recent consultation 
document.” 

Graham Hughes from Cambridgeshire 
County Council said: “In three years’ time 
the amount of freight which will go 
through the railway crossing at Ely will 
double, closing the barriers for more than 
40 minutes every hour. 

“This is something we must tackle, 
which is why we recently held a public 
consultation inviting people to look at 
various options for addressing this 
problem. We had over 1,700 responses 
with 81 per cent of the public supporting 
Option B - a link road to avoid the level 
crossing which will help with the 
regeneration of southern Ely and deal with 
the expected growth in traffic. 

“The consultation response is being 
reported to Cabinet at the County Council 
on December 13 where members will be 
asked to support the further development 
of Option B which will involve extensive 
evaluation and further public consultation 
which I am sure Mr jellicoe can contribute 
to.” 
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A CAT has been 
reunited with its 
owner after being 
missing for 18 
months - and 
travelling from Ely to 
Kent. 

Angela Kerridge told a 
vet in Margate ‘you must 
be mistaken’ when they 
called to say they had 
Theo, who she had not 
seen since April last year.

Angela believes her cat 
had been taken. She said: 
“I am sure he was taken as 
a neighbour who knows 
Theo said she saw him in 
the back of a van just 
outside the house the day 


he went missing. 

“She didn’t say 
anything to the man who 
was by the van as she was 
dubious of him and then 
as she walked off she 
heard it drive away. 

“It was absolutely 
horrible, I was so upset. It 
was as if there was a hole 
in my life without him. 

“I put up posters, a 
piece in the paper and 
called Animal Search UK, 
but after a few months I 
didn’t think I would ever 
see him again.” 

The vet from Margate 
told Angela a couple had 


found him in their garden 
and had taken him to the 
vet to see if he was 
chipped. 

Angela added: “I had no 
idea what he had been 
through, so I was worried 
how he would react when 
he saw me. 

“As I walked into the 
vets, he rushed to the 
front of the cage and as I 
called his name he started 
pawing at the bars. 

“He is such a friendly 
cat I think that may have 
led him to be taken. 

“It is just so lovely to 
have him back.” 
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A POPULAR art gallery which 
was forced to shut down last 
year has re-opened its doors in 
the run-up to Christmas. 

Last year the Angela Mellor 
Gallery, on the corner of St 
Mary’s Street and Downham 
Road in Ely, closed down. Owner 
Mrs Mellor blamed the 
recession.

Double rail boost 


771 Extra line of track due between Ely 
uJ and Soham; 125mph trains on way 


MILLIONS of pounds are to be 
spent on boosting train services 
between Soham and Ely, the 
Weekly News can confirm. 

The Department for Transport has 
announced major plans to double the 
single-line railway between Soham and 
Ely as a part of a £55m national Strategic 
Rail Freight Network scheme. 

At present, the single line acts as a 
bottleneck for freight trains, which travel 
from Felixstowe to the Midlands. 

When the extra line of track is laid, it 
will allow more trains to use the route - 
and transport experts hope it will 
persuade haulage firms to switch from 
road to rail, thus reducing the amount of 
HGVs on local roads. 

Peter Wakefield, a local spokesman for 
the campaign organisation Railfuture 
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East Anglia, said: “It is more very good 
news on the rail front. This will enable 
many more freight trains carrying 
containers to run without any 
bottlenecks from Felixstowe to the 
Midlands and north, via Bury St 
Edmunds, Ely, March and Peterborough. 
Already 30 such trains leave Felixstowe 
every day. 

“This must be seen as part of the 
Government’s response to the issues 
created by congestion on the A14. They 
are certainly not unconnected and 
Railfuture East Anglia welcomes this 
evidence of joined-up thinking.” 

He said the doubling of the six-mile 
route between Soham and Ely might also 


lead to the reopening of a passenger 
station in Soham. He said: “The business 
case rested on the need to double the 
track on to Ely.” 

It has also been revealed that 125mph 
Intercity Express trains will operate on 
the King’s Cross-Cambridge-King’s Lynn 
line, which passes through Ely and 
Littleport, as part of plans to boost rail 
infrastructure in the region. However, 
they will not be running until 2018. 

Cambridge MP Julian Huppert said: 
“Our services have been second-class for 
years. Commuters have paid top prices 
to travel on uncomfortable, unreliable 
trains, and are often forced to stand 
throughout the whole journey. 

“I’m pleased that finally we are able to 
spend money on rail, and faster trains 
will bring huge benefits for the city’s 
economy.”

Workers at schools and 
council join strike action 


THOUSANDS of children and 
young people across East 
Cambridgeshire enjoyed a day 
off school last Wednesday 
when teachers went on strike 
against public sector pension 
changes proposed by the 
Government. 

Soham Village College and 
Witchford Village College both 
closed for the day and Ely 
College partially closed, being 
open to Year 7 and 8 pupils 
only. 

The King’s School Ely 
remained open to all pupils on 
the day. 

As far as primary schools, 
nurseries and special schools 
are concerned, it was a mixed 
bag. 

Out of Cambridgeshire’s 240 
nurseries and schools, 138 


closed, 34 partially closed and 
only 68 remained open. 

More than 30 East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council staff also took 
industrial action. 

A total of 34 members of 
staff, 19 per cent of the 
council’s workforce, went out 
on strike and a picket was held 
outside the council’s offices in 
Nutholt Lane in Ely from 8am. 

Waste and recycling 
collections, which are 
contracted out, proceeded as 
normal. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “I can confirm that 34 
members of staff were on 
strike and that all services 
were working as normally as 
possible.”

Maltings is 
the answer... 

Sir, am I alone in being surprised 
that the council's proposed car 
parking regime changes are not 
issued by press release but by a 
letter from an individual councillor? 
I have made the point in a previous 
letter that Ely does not have a 
parking problem. I regularly use 
most of our car parks and can tell 
you, for example, that in Forehill car 
park on normal Sundays to 
Wednesdays and on Fridays you can 
land a helicopter or two in there. 

The situation on Thursdays and 
Saturdays is different. Thank 
goodness it is. We should be really 
worried if our car parks were not as 
full on market days. 

I am amazed that this review of 
parking regimes has not altered the 
ridiculous restrictions now in place. 
In the previous regime Ship Lane 
car park was full of rail commuter 
vehicles. Now it is full of cars 
belonging to people who can park 
from 8.31 for the rest of the day. 
What is the difference? I appreciate 
that these people have to park 
somewhere but should not a 
proportion of this car park be 
available for two or three hours for 
visitors and tourists to explore our 
riverside? 

I have recently seen a copy of the 
public consultation questionnaire 
entitled Ely’s Car Parking Proposal I 
know that Ely is pretty smart but did 
not imagine that it could invent its 
own proposal. This proposal was so 
well prepared and considered that it 
has already been amended to 
include a question about charges of 
£5 a day for long-stay parking. None 
of these proposals have any 
mandate from the electorate. 

I am mystified where Brays Lane car 
park fits in with these proposals as it 
was recently purchased by Waitrose. 
I do have a solution to the council’s 
parking problem and it is the 
Maltings. I have read separately that 
this venue is budgeted to cost us 
£93,000 (in staff costs, repairs and 
maintenance and insurance - all of 
which are the responsibility of the 
franchisee) plus £42,000 in 
“management fees”, whatever they 
might be. Does our council not 
understand the principles of 
management? 

The Maltings is the biggest missed 
opportunity I have ever known. It is 
closed more often than open yet is 
run by a subsidiary of the largest 
catering company in the world. Just 
along the river the Cutter thrives. 
The point of granting a franchise to 
Compass is for both parties to 
profit. 

If I were to take on a franchise I 
would have to invest a considerable 
amount of money and pay a 
percentage of my turnover to the 
franchiser. 

I would suggest that if run 
commercially and properly an 
unsubsidised Maltings should 
generate the very minimum of 
£50,000 per year to this council. If 
you add that to the £135,000 per 
year that we are subsidising this 
venue you have you are only 
£23,000 short of the claimed but 
unproven cost of providing car 
parks. 

Over to you, East Cambs 
Conservatives.

Harlock, is an icon for our city and 
district but in recent months I 
have seen its reputation ‘picked at’ 
and undermined. 

Now I know we are all entitled to 
our own personal views but I am 
also a strong believer in 
supporting our local business. By 
constantly running down any 
facility, company or shop there is a 
real risk of causing irreparable 
damage to its standing and future 
success. 

The Maltings is a wonderful 
building which over the decades 
has become a key part of Ely’s 
Riverside. Its future success 


depends on a number of factors 
which we will be working to 
address in the forthcoming review 
but this will be done by talldng to 
everyone who is interested in the 
building, not just one 
organisation. 

We are committed to supporting 
Compass through the existing 
contract and working, in our 
review, to develop a viable future 
for this important community 
asset.

Sir, so the newly-elected and 
refreshingly outspoken Cllr Griffin- 
Singh (‘Public is right to be wary of us’, 
Weekly News, December 1) has risked 
the wrath of her fellow Conservatives 
by drawing public attention to the 
continuing debacle that passes for 
parking policy in the district and, in 
particular, Ely. 

In yet another period of consultation 
the council has invited comments on 
its proposals, briefly summarised on 
posters in the public car parks, 
proposals which have already been 
controversially amended by the 
council in session. 

Still the proposals do not address the 
parking problems experienced by 
many residents in the central zone 
who, living in 19th century and earlier 
terraced homes, do not have off-street 
parking on their properties. To 
conform to the current time 
restrictions, which will not change 
under the proposed pay-and-display 
regime, it will still be necessary to 
shuttle between on-street and off- 
street spaces to no net advantage in 
the overall scheme. 

Before the present parking orders, 
with later amendments, came into 
force many residents lobbied their 
councillors for residents’ parking, 
petitioned the council and expressed 
their views strongly and publicly to no 
avail. Conservative councillors were 
both dismissive and patronising in 
denying a solution to a number of 
their constituents, fobbing them off 
with promises of “stakeholder input” 
which never materialised. 

Now, five years on, we we have made 
no progress; on-street parking 
enforcement is arbitrary and erratic, 
off-street parking is inadequate, long¬ 
term parking is misunderstood by 
most visitors. 

Will the Conservative cabal continue 
their blinkered approach to this 
problem, with further costly 
consultations, or will the likes of Cllr 
Griffin-Singh show a more 
independent view reflecting a 
consideration for the voters they were 
elected to represent?

THE pounds and inches are falling 
off our fat-fighting trio as our Ely’s 
Biggest Loser Competition enters its 
final month. 

Cheryl De Val, David Powell and Sara Cliff 
have been putting Ely personal trainer Tim 
Megginson’s Power Fat Loss System to the 
test over the last two months - and with four 
more weeks to go, the competition is well 
and truly on to see who will be crowned 
champion.

Chewing gum 
thief comes 
to sticky end 


A MAN has 
appeared in court 
for stealing chewing 
gum worth more 
than £400 from a 
store. 

Lucian Mitranus, 36, 
pleaded guilty to stealing 
£662.93 of goods from 
Tesco in Ely. Among the 
haul was gum valued at 
£467.70. 

Mitranus was followed 
by security guards at the 
store at 7.20pm on 
Monday, November 28, 
after they noticed the 
large amount of gum in 
his trolley. 

Laura Mardell, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “He left 
without paying, at which 
point security staff 
confronted him and 
asked him to return to the 
store, which he did.” 

The court heard that 
Mitranus, originally from 
Romania, had only been 
in the country for three

weeks. 

Ms Mardell continued: 
“Mitranus told police he 
was shoplifting in order 
to fund a ticket to return 
to Romania.” 

Four days before the 
offence, on Thursday, 
November 24, he was 
cautioned by West Mercia 
Police for a similar 
matter. 

James Manning, miti¬ 
gating, said: “Mr Mitranus 
came to this country with 
the promise of employ¬ 
ment in Nottingham. 
However, this did not 
materialise. 

“He has had difficulty 
finding work and also has 
schizophrenia, and only 
enough medication to 
last another five weeks.” 

The court also heard 
Mitranus was in Ely 
because he is a traveller. 
He stole the chewing gum 


to sell. 

As details of the case 
were outlined at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court, 
Marisa Johnson, pre¬ 
siding magistrate, asked: 
“What kind of scandal are 
we dealing with here? 

She told Mitranus: “We 
are very concerned about 
these two incidents as 
you were given a caution 
for theft and then, four 
days later on the opposite 
side of the country, you 
are found with a large 
amount of goods, mainly 
chewing gum, which we 
cannot begin to 
understand. 

“We do have to have 
regard to the fact that this 
is the first time you are in 
court and so we have 
decided the most appro¬ 
priate sentence is a 
conditional discharge for 
a period of 12 months.” 

Mitranus was also fined 
£85 but did not have to 
pay as he had already 
spent two days in custody.

A LORRY driver went 
through a red light 
signal at a level 
crossing - breaking 
off a barrier and 
leaving it on the 
tracks without real¬ 
ising, a court heard. 

Geoffrey Peachey, of 
Station Drove, Shippea 
Hill, Ely, was sentenced at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last week after 
previously pleading guilty 
to failing to stop at Ely 
north railway level 
crossing, on Bridge Road, 
on July 20. 

He claimed he hadn’t 
seen two sets of red lights 
or heard the warning 
klaxon. 

Paul Brown, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Peachey, 54, 
was driving a 44-tonne 
articulated vehicle to¬ 
wards the crossing at 
12.37pm and stopped due 
to queuing traffic on the 
other side. 

He told the court 
Peachey claimed to be 
concentrating on the 
queuing traffic so when 
the crossing warning 
lights started flashing and 
the klaxon sounded, he 
proceeded through the 
crossing. 

Mr Brown said: “As the 
level crossing barrier 
starts to fall it caught on 
the lorry or the back end 
of the trailer of the lorry. It 
then ended up falling on 
to the tracks. 

Mr Peachey was not 



aware that it had caught 
the barrier on the way 
through and so he carried 
on without stopping. 

“Network Rail became 
aware that it had 
happened at the crossing 
and this affected traffic 
for the rest of the day.” 

Charles Snelling, 
mitigating, told the court 
that due to Peachey’s high 
position in his cab he had 
not seen the lights 
flashing as he went over 
the crossing. 

He said: “Because of his 
position in his cab he 
couldn’t see the lights and 
the klaxon was straight in 
front of him and he didn’t 
hear this either.” 

Mr Snelling added his 
client is a “conscientious 
and careful driver” and a 
“trusted employee” and 
driving is an essential part 
of his job. 

However, Brenda 
Anderson, presiding 
magistrate, said: “This is a 
serious offence aggra¬ 
vated by it being at a busy

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level crossing. 

“The repercussions 
could have been catas¬ 
trophic.” 

Peachey, who has 
worked at the farm where 
he lives for 40 years, was 
disqualified from driving 
for three months and 
ordered to pay a £135 
fine, £70 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Speaking after the case, 
Sgt Linda Welch, the 
investigating officer, said: 
“Peachey put himself and 
others in great danger by 
ignoring the red lights 
and driving over the 
crossing. 

“Level crossings are 
designed to keep people 
safe and do so when used 
correctly. 

“However, drivers who 
willingly flout the law and 
place themselves and 
others in danger should 
be in no doubt that if 
caught doing so, they will 
be prosecuted and 
punished.”

JOLLY green ogre Shrek and his 
sweetheart Princess Fiona 
amassed nearly $3bn at the 
global box office before heading 
into the fairytale sunset at the 
conclusion of Shrek Ever After. 

All good things must come to 
an end, except in Hollywood 
where a single original idea 
deserves at least one sequel and 
a spin-off film franchise or 
television series. 

So it comes to pass with Puss 
In Boots, a computer-animated 
prequel to the Shrek films that 
traces the formative years of the 
sword-fighting feline before he 
crossed paths with the pungent 
ogre and wise-cracking Donkey.

Many years late, the surrogate 
brothers join forces with sexy 
pickpocket Kitty Softpaws (Salma 
Hayek) to steal magic beans in 
the possession of murderous 
outlaws Jack (Billy Bob 
Thornton) and Jill (Amy Sedaris). 

These beans are rumoured to 
grow a beanstalk which leads to 
the giant’s castle and the greatest 
treasure of all: the Golden Goose. 

However, old rivalries between 
Puss and Humpty jeopardise the 


daring enterprise. 

Director Chris Miller maintains 
a brisk pace, exploiting the 3D 
format in a rooftop chase 
sequence and a flamenco-style 
dance battle between the 
Casanova cat and his rival, 
replete with slow-motion 
acrobatics. 

Banderas purrs every line with 
unconcealed delight and sparks 
fiery on-screen chemistry with 
Hayek’s feline fatale, while 
Galifianakis milks laughs and 
sympathy for his ovoid oddball. 

The climactic ascent of the 
beanstalk ensures a slam-bang 
finale.

Fine line between pine and fir 


I F you want a real Christmas 
tree this year you’re likely to 
have to pay more for it - 
especially if you want a tall one, 
according to industry insiders. 

Imports of trees have slumped because 
of the falling value of the pound against 
the euro, giving growers in this country 
the opportunity to hike their prices. 

The problem has been exacerbated by 
a shortage of tall trees. Last year, 
growers saw an increase in demand for 
6ft conifers, which has left fewer trees to 
grow any higher. Those who want their 
tree to be 7ft to 10ft will have to pay 
more - if they can find one, that is. 

The milder weather has also been a 
problem for growers, as ideally they need 
a hard frost before they cut the tree 
because it fixes the needles onto the trees 
There’s likely to be a price war 
between DIY chains such as B&Q, 
which buys Christmas trees in bulk - 
mainly from Scotland, and is able to offer 
competitive pricing - and independent 
growers whose major selling point is the 
claim that their trees are fresher, having 
been cut later. 

About eight million Christmas trees 
are bought in the UK every year, with 60 
per cent of them being Nordmann firs. 

Consumers should be able to buy a 5ft 
non-drop Nordmann fir, the most 
popular variety, for about £30 and a 6ft 
tree for between £35 and £40 from 
independent growers, says Roger Hay, 
secretary of the British Christmas Tree 
Growers Association. 

A similar 5ft tree from B&Q will 
come in at about £35 while 6ft-plus will

be about £45. 

“Undoubtedly the cheapest source is 
the grower because there’s no 
middleman,” says Hay. Details of 
growers near you can be found on the 
website www. christmastree.org. uk. 

If you’re on a budget, you may be 
better off going for a Scots or Lodgepole 
pine or traditional Norway spruce, which 
are cheaper, with prices for a 5ft tree 
coming in at less than £25, says Hay. 

“The pines won’t drop. The trees 
which drop quickest are the spruces but 
one of the great advantages of going to a 
grower is that you are getting the tree 
absolutely fresh, so they should sustain 
needles for six weeks.” 

Robert Matthews, owner of the 
Christmas Tree Farm in Chesham, 

Bucks, which has only just started 
cutting its trees, says: “Big stores want to 
sell the trees from mid-November, so 
they tend to be cut earlier. The tree 
market is at its greatest in the second and 
third weeks in December and we will be 
cutting on these days, so we are three 
weeks fresher.” 

A Nordmann fir from his farm will 


cost £22 up to 5ft; £34 up to 6ft; and £47 
for a tree over 6ft, while his Norway 
spruces are considerably cheaper, at 
£19.50 for a tree up to 6ft. 

The most important thing to do to 
keep trees in good condition throughout 
the festive season is to saw off the 
bottom inch of the trunk, which becomes 
blocked with air or sap soon after 
cutting, and then immerse the trunk in 
water. 

“Buy a water-holding stand because 
trees will drink three to four pints a day,” 
says Matthews. “Never let the water level 
drop below the water level of the tree 
because in a matter of hours air pockets 
will block the capillaries in the branches 
and the tree will stop drinking. If it stops 
taking water it will dry out and needles 
will drop. Nordmann firs won’t drop 
their needles but they will begin to look 
desiccated.” 

Hay adds: “Make sure the tree you buy 
is fresh. Look at the colour. When it dries 
out it loses some of its green hue. Stroke 
the needles and they should feel moist to 
the touch. Always put it on the ground to 
assess the size and shape before you buy. 

If it starts shedding some of its needles 
it’s not the freshest.” 

Of course, it’s wise to shop around. If 
you’re prepared to leave the tree until the 
week before Christmas you may bag a 
bargain. 

Once you have the tree, treat it like 
any plant being brought into a warm, dry 
atmosphere. Keep it away from radiators 
and other direct heat and keep the 
container topped up with water every
